TAMMANY TRIUMPHANT.

Tweod's Bills Rushed Throughthe Albany

Legislnture and Signed by the Governor.

An Albany despatch to the New York T'ribune
BAYEi—

The Legislature ls supposed to consider bLills
in committee, debate them, print them, have
them read through at least once for the infor-
mation of members, and observe some sort of
order in the action which it may take upon them.
Mr. Tweed has changed all that. His bills are
not consldered, are not printed, are not read,
and are not subject to any rules of order or pre-
cedence,

His amended Tax Lill, his amended Election
bill, his amended Charter bill, and his unadul-
terated bill to encourage perjury and frand ot
clections, were to-day put, through both houses,
and have since recelved the signature of Mr.
Tweed's Govermor. Members of long expe-
rience in the New York Legislature say they
have never seen bribery, brute force, and un-
mitigated scoundrellsm so rampant as they have
been gince the apostale Winans was received into
the bosom of the Democracy.

This momiuﬁ Mr. Smith Weed (whose eye s
still surrounded by a broad black ring) moved
his resolution to abolish the rules which pre-
vented the Tammany bills from takiong prece-
dence of all others, and the rules were abolished
by a striet party vote, Winans counting one
against the Republicans. The whole list of
Tweed's villainous measures, with their late and
unknown improvements, were then passed by a
similar vote, without Iminf; read, except by title,
Randall, Nicholas, Coon, Hill —a minority feeble
in numbers, but still more feeble in spirit—sub-
mitted without a murmur.

These men actlike slaves in the House. and
when outside, grumble at their master, as slaves
usually do. To them, party means more than
Asintie eervility. Weed's outbreak, like Gra-
ham's, has been well rewarded. After he had
eaten humble ple for supper last night and for
breakfast this morning, Winans, the Tammany
horde, and Randall & Co. went in and passed
higs Champlain Ferry bill, which the Governor
will probably veto.

The Senate, in its Clerk, has a matchless
reader. A man whe can follow the words of
a florid air in an Itallan opera would be at a loss
to understand this clerk. Under the eye of Mr.
Tweed this accomplished elocntionlst; really did
go throngh a process which was accepted asa
o mdinE of the amendments introduced
through the House Committee on the Affalrs of
Cities. A motion to print was voted down by
Mr. Graham, Mr. Tweed, and the majority.

The amendments were then concurred in, and

the bills spirited away by some of the Tammany
understrappers. Every effort was made by the
reﬁruenmu\'el of the press to ascertnin the
substance of the amendments, and many mem-
bers of the Legislature of both parties were
anxious to know, but the secret up to 4 P. M.
was effectually kept. On the adjournment of
the SBenate, the matchiess clerk was presented
with a #1000 United States bond,
# Later in the day some of the mysterlous
amendments to the Two Per Cent. Tax bill
leaked out. It i8 now stated that the ring,
beln&nntlaﬂed that they can get along with
§25,000,000, have graciously itted them-
selves to be limited to that trifling sum, Then
that court house gold mine in the New York
City Hall Park must be started again, and the
sum of £750,000 i8 appropriated for that pur-
pose, to be raised by loan,

Another amendment ‘‘fixes” Bueriff O'Brien
for life, as the Corporation Counsel s authorized
to adjudicate upon all claims which may be
presented as due the late SBheriff, The members
of the Board of Supervisors are also given an
annual salary of $2000. Theamendments to the
other bills have not yet become known.

DISEASED MEAT IN BOSTON,

A Butcher Fatally Polsoned-Investigoas
tion ot Brighton-Startling Disclosares.

Bostox, April 18,—0One week age to day an
ox which had died of disease or was trampled
to death In a cattle car while coming from
Albany to Brighton, was purchased at the cattle-

ards by Charles Bohn, who got a team be-
onging to August Weitz, another bulcher, and
conveyed it to a slaughter-house owned by
Walter L. Wilkins.

George Temple, nn employe of Mr. Weitz,
dressed the ox. After the dressing Temple used
the towel with which he had washed the sides
of the apimal to wipe the sweatl from his face.
This loflamed a small sore which he had on his
right cheek, and the inflammation increased to
such ap extent that be died on Sunday mornlog,
The investigation, which was closed at midaight,
disclosed some facts calculated to startle boef-
e¢aters Ia this community,

Two physicians testified that they attended
Temple, and that the symptoms resembled
those which were found In cases of blood-
polsoning,

Blmeon S8anderson, a butcher, testified that he
did not think there were more than foar or five
butehers in Brighton who would dress dead
oxen. He thought every butcher in town
would carry to market catile infected with the
hoof and mouth disease,

Charles Nulter testified that he had known
dead oxen dressed and carrled to markel with
beef properly prepared.

The wife of the deceased, Mrs. Farah Temple,
sald:—The decensed has dressed dead cattle be-
fore for Mr, Wellz, some two months sgo and
and bad n sore throat for a long time afier, and
was confined to his house a week; he told his
wife that the meal of thls ox was net it to
wrﬁ to market, and was no better than carrion:
she had not the least doubl but that his death
was caused by dresslog the dead ox,

Charles Bohn, who works for Brighton but-
chers, testifled: —That in golng home last Tues-
doy he saw the ox at the yard at the car station
at North Brlqhton; then went to Albert Monroe
ard boughbt it for #10; told him Weltz would
g:y bhim; went to Weltz snd told him 1 had

ught o dead ox; we harnessed Weite's team
and got the ox; the ox was loaded by himsell,

eitz, and another man; Weltz told him to
carry the ox to Wilkins', ss he had no room at

at prices ranging from 18 cents to 19\¢ cents; |
the ox beel was 1o be sold 1o a man whose name
he did not know, who told him some weeks ago
that he wanted 200 pounds of beef of a dead ox
for a proper use; did not find the man, and in
driving throngh the market square saw a groase
man and gave bim the beef, ns I did not want it
in my wagon; the side bad beem cut into four
pieces; he met Weltz yesterday and Sunday, bot
talked over but little excopt business matters;
he thovght the bone man took the other side; he
took two dead oten to Weltz's about a fortnight
ago, and one which died on the cars was
dreseed for market; Wilking had nothing to do
with the ox killed Inst Tuesday, heard that a dead
ox was carried to Weitz's slaughter house yes-
terday; did not offer the ox beef for sale on the
stand: kncw well snough that it wae not fit to
sell; sold the bull beef ror good meat; Weitz pald
Mr. A, Monroe 810 for the ox, and was to have
the hide and tallow,

The jury returned the following verdiet:—

‘“T'hat George E. Temple came to his death on the
morning of Bunday, April 15, 1871, At 590 o'clodk.
That his death was cansed by blood polson innocu-
lated Into his system while dressing on Tuesday, the
11th Inst,, at aslanghtering establishment in thia
town, a dead ox which was taken from the yards of
the Boston and Albany Rallroad; and they further
find wupon the evidence that sald animal was
dressed by sald Temple for market while In
the employ of one August Weitz, and that one-half
thereof was conveyed to Boston In a market wagon
with other beef belonging to sald Weits, and the
other half was conveyed to & bone establishment in
this town. And for the better protection of the lives
of those engaged In slanghtering, and of the public
against the purchase of unwholesome meat, the Jnr‘y1
most earnestly recommend that the Board of Healt
of said town establish and enforce stringent reguin-
tions for the prevention hereafter of the introduc-
tion of any dead creatures into the slaughtering esta-
blishments of this town.”

The United States Marshal Puats Her in
Possesslon of Certaln Property,
From the New Orvleans Pleayune, April 1%

The United Swates Marshal vesterday placed
Mre. Myra Clark Gaines in poseesslon of the
following tracts of land within the clty limits—
viz., (he tinct bounded by aud enveloped
within Dupre, Salcedo, S5t. Ann, and Bt. Peter
ftreets, and the tract of land bounded by and
enclosed within 8t, Peter street, Hagan avenne,
Orleans street, and Lake road, upon which lat-
ter tract is situated one of the city draining
machines.

This act on the part of the Marshal was in
conformity to the decree of Justice Bradley, of
the Supreme Court of the United States, upon a
mandate of the Bopreme Court of the United
Biates 1n the sult of Myra Clark Galnes va.
Manual J. Lizardi et al., in which the city of
New Orleans was a party defendant,

Mr. Wolfley, the chief deputy, who execnted
the order of Court, informs us that Mr. Cockrem
the City Admiunistrator of Improvements, called
upor the Marshal after Mrs. Gaines had been

ut in possession, and nsked for a delay of a
ew days; but the Marshal replied that he could
nol grant any de'ay at all, as the mandate of
the court was peremptory, and he had no option
but to enforee it.

Mrs. Gaines states that Lgriur to this proceed-
ing she lnd proposed to the city authorities to
